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U.S. Farmland Value Up 2 Percent 


U.S. farm real estate values rose 2 percent during 1990, marking the fourth 
straight increase since their slide in the mid-1980’s. On January 1, 1991, the 
value of farmland and buildings averaged $682 per acre, 14 percent above the 
1987 low, but still 17 percent below the record $823 in 1982. 


After adjusting for inflation of just over 4 percent during 1990, the real 
value of U.S. farm real estate dropped 2 percent below January 1990 and 
remained 46 percent below the inflation-adjusted peak in 1981. Because 
inflation rates of 3 to 4 percent in recent years have partially offset gains 
in nominal farmland values, a sustained recovery of real farmland values has 
not yet occurred. 


Record crop and livestock receipts helped boost U.S. net farm income to an 
alltime high in 1990. Net cash income was just under the 1988 record. 
Farmers’ financial positions strengthened further as U.S. farm debt edged 
lower, continuing a decline that began in 1984. Interest rates. on farm real 
estate loans in 1990 remained near 1989 levels. z= 
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While strength in farm income and financial conditions did ngb Broduce lar A 
gains in farmland value at the national level, predominantly fagricultural ¢ - 
regions registered some of the strongest increases. Values aver aged-8 pencet3 
higher in the Lake States, up from 1989’s 3-percent gain. Values also rose ant 
the Northern Plains (3 percent), Corn Belt (3 percent), and Delta States 5 eo 
percent). ae 
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Higher grazing land values and record cattle prices helped fiart a 7- perce 


gain in farmland values in the Mountain States. Values also advanced 4 
percent in the Pacific region. 


The general economic slowdown in 1990 dampened investor activity, particularly 
near urban areas. This, in turn, reduced the demand for farmland for 
nonagricultural uses, putting downward pressure on farmland prices. Farm real 
estate values were down 1 percent in the Northeast, down 5 percent in 
Appalachia, and unchanged in the Southeast. Values also fell 3 percent in the 
Southern Plains. 


Cash rents for cropland in 1991 are expected to be close to 1990 levels in 
most regions. However, higher rents are expected in the Delta States. 
Pasture rents are likely to remain near 1990 levels in most areas.
